_ year 1880. 
Passed on 18th June, 1880. 

Whereas, it is necessary to provide for the Public Service of this county for the 
current year, and it appears by estimate that the sum of Fifteen thousand five hun- 
dred dollars is required for general purposes, and the sum of Three thousand five 
hundred and one dollars for educational purposes, making in the aggregate the sum 
of Nineteen thousand and one dollars, 

’ I. Be it therefore enacted by the Conncil of the Corporation of the County of 
Norfolk, in Council assemnbled: That there shall be levied and raised in each minor 
municipality the, following rates, viz.: 

The Township of Townsend, for general purposes, the sum of Three thousand 
four hundred and one dollars, and for educational purposes, the sum of six hundred 
and three dollars. 

The Township of Windham, for general purposes, the sum of Two thousand five 
hundred and thirty-seven dollars, and for- educational purposes, the sum of Five 
hundred and forty-four dollars. 
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The Township of Walsingham, for general purposes; the sum of Two thousand 
four hnidred and thirty-one collars, and for educational purposes, the sum of Seven 
hundred, and eighty-seven dollars, . 
The ‘fhwnship of Charlotteville, for general purposes, the sum of One thousand 
six hundred and seventy-oue dollars, and for educational purposes, the sum of Four 
hundred arid ninety dollars, 











The Towiiship of Woodhouse, for general purposes, the sum of One thousand . 


five hundred and fitty-six dollars, and for educational purposes, the sum of Three 
hundred and forty-nine dollars, 

The Lowsiship of Middleton, for general purpcses, the sum of One thousand 
three hundred and sixty-eight dollars, and for educational purposes, Four hundred 
and fifty-nine dollars. 

The Township. of Houghton, tor general purposes, the sum of Seven hundred 
and*twenty-eight dollars, and for educational purposes, the sum of two hundred and 
sixty-nine dollars. 

The Town of Sitcoe, for general purposes, the sum of One thousand one hun- 
dred and sixty-four dollars, 

The Village of Waterford, for general purposes, the sum of Three hundred and 
thirty-three dollars, | 

The Village of Port Dover, tor general purposes, the sum of Three hundred 
and eleven dollars. 

II, Be it further enacted by the authomty aforesaid, that the several sums 
named for general and educational purposes, shall be levied, raised, collected and 
pee to the County Treasurer by the minor Municipalities of this County, on or be- 
ore the fourteenth day of December next.
